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In the year 2063, we find office environments have changed in a strange way, at 
least this environment has. We find that a company uses an obnoxious system 
of allotting to their workers, based on status and tasks, an in-company currency 
coupled to a system based on bartering. Everyone appears very accustomed to 
this as a fact of life, using this system as if it is the most natural thing. 

For example, Person A uses the in-house currency to purchase the stapler of his 
co-worker, Person B. And also Person B's mouse pad. And the wheels on 
Person B's office chair. Eventually, Person B reduces himself to almost nothing 
after selling so much. However, with all that in-house currency from selling these
